One of the most interesting Flowers to settle.in 
North Carolina was Iynatious lowers. He ois an 
enigmatic figure for, though he came trom Maryland 


(where he was supposedly born near Dorchester on the 
Kastern Shore), he moved by 1763 to Dobbs County, North 
Garolina where he settled near the Flowers family who 
had come out of Edgecombe County, North Carolina. The 
part of Dobbs in which he settled later became Wayne 
County. The Simon Flowers family had settled in Wayne 
County as early as 1745. 


No trace of a connection between Lgnatious and the 
Wayne County Flowerses has ever been found. There is a & 
supposition that Ignatious may be a descendant of John: 
Flowers III, the eldest son of Captain John Flowers II, 
but that has not been proved. 


What we do know is that Ignatious came to North 
Carolina from Maryland and styled himself "Gentleman". 
He was connected to the aristocratic Goldsborough 
family of Maryland and it is believed that his mother 
was a Goldsborough. A member of this family in the 
nineteenth century would have the county seat town of 
Goldsborough (later to be spelled Goldsboro) in Wayne 
County named in his honor. With a name like i 
one might suspect that he had connections 
Roman Catholic Church which was strong in the 
Maryland. However, to date no connection 
made. 


We do know that in $1763 eS received | 
100-acre patent of land on the waters of Upper Falling 
Creek in Dobbs (later Wayne) County, North Carolinay 
and he settled there for a time. In 1765 he purchased 
land in Sampson Gounty but is not known to have liveg 
there. In 1767 he was in Bladen County, North Caroli 
where he lived on his Long Branch Plantation for the 
remainder of his life. In 1774 he received a grant op 
land on Ashpole Swamp in Bladen County, and then heme 
purchased other lands, making him a sizeable land 
owner. The land on which he settled in Bladen late 
became Robeson County. Some of the Wayne Count 
Flowerses also settled in -Robeson. Ignatious was 
soldier in the American Revolution from Bladen County 


He made his will on October 25, 1793 and left hi 
property to his children. He and his wife, Susan Gre

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had ten children: Goldsborough, Hughriah (called 
Uriah), Susannah, Ignatious, Jr., Richard, Emma, Nancy, 
Milly, Alice and Morgana. 


Ieanatious Flowers owned land, cattle and other 
stock in Washington County, Georgia. He left his 
Georgia land to his sons, Goldsborough and Uriah, and 


his Long Branch Plantation went to Richard Flowers. 
The. other children received either money or other 
property in North Carolina (except for Morgana, who 
received half of his cattle in Georgia). 


He seems to have died soon after making his will 
in 1793. He had a large and affluent progeny, some of 
whom moved into the Deep South during the antebellum 
period where they were prominent members of their 
respective communities. One of these prominent descen- 
dants is Uriah Grey Flowers of Jackson, Mississippi, a 
gentleman of great character and well-respected 


reputation. Another branch of the family settled near 
Brundidge, Pike County, Alabama and have served their 
community well. Though the families have known each 


other both in North Carolina and throughout the South, 
no blood connection has ever been proved between the 
descendants of Henry and Jane Underwood Flowers and

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THE SEARCH FOR FLOWERS ROOTS 


Because many people will skip over. the "preface" and 
"Introduction" pages of a book and turn to the first chapter 
or section to begin their reading, those words have been 
eliminated. It is hoped that the title above will persuade 
them to read this section. 


The task of tracing the Flowers lineage was undertaken 
at the request of some of the Flowers family members who knew 
very little about them. Having spent much time working on my 
own family lines and living in the area where much of the Flowers 
history is recorded it appeared that I was the logical one to do 
so, being a member of the family by marriage. 


There are some who ask, "Why dig into the past? What can 
my ancestors do for me now? They are dead, buried and I never 
knew who they were." Those with this viewpoint are narrow-minded 
in their thinking about genealogy and missing the point entirely. 
It is not a question of what they can do for us now but what they 
have done for us in the past. They worked, fought, bled, and 
died to give us the greatest country in the world in which to 
live. We have the highest standard of living, the most and the 
best of everything this world has to offer. We have freedoms and 
privileges that no other people on earth have and we owe it all 
to our ancestors. We should be proud of them. Proud enough 
that we would want to know who they were, where they came from, 
where they lived, worked, and died. We should want to learn all 
we can about them, record it and pass it on to our des¢endants 


in generations. yet unborn. 


Many of the records left by our ancestors have been lost, 
some by fire, storm, and others by age. The older they become 
the more the ink fades until they become unreadable. Many have 
deteriorated because of improper storage. Many have been thrown 
away because there was no longer a proper place to keep them 
and room had to be made for later records. In a few years many 
of the records available today will no longer be available. 
Efforts are underway all over both America and Europe to preserve 
as many of these old records as possible. 


Another problem encountered is that of spelling. If the 
person giving the information had a speech impediment or the 
person recording it had a hearing problem that which was written 
could in many cases little resemble that which was intended. 
There was no universal way of spelling and people spelled words 
and names as they sounded to them. Nationality also affected the 
spelling of names, etc. Sometimes you could find the same name 
spelled two or three different ways in the same document. 


Motion pictures and television of today often present us 


with a distorted version of the life our forefathers lived. They 
would have us believe that travel by covered wagon was easy and 
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more or less a pleasure trip. In reality it was hard, dangerous B 
and miserable, the so called roads being little more than trails H 
cut through the wilderness on which carts and wagons could travel. 
The steady jolting and bumping as the wheels hit holes and rocks 

in the road made riding in the wagons, which did not have springs, 
very uncomfortable. Most of those able to walk did so. Most of 
these wagons and carts were pulled by oxen in the early 1800's. 

Oxen were also used to pull the plows. Mules did not come into 

use very much until just before the Civil War. George Washington 

was one of the first to use mules and at his death he owned a 

good many. 


Heat, dust, rain, mud, sleet, snow, and cold winds were 
weather problems they had to contend with depending on the time | 
of year they were traveling. With hills to climb and rivers to 
cross in all kinds of weather for weeks at a time certainly did 
not add up to a pleasure trip. Many who started on these journeys 
never finished them, being buried somewhere along the way. 


Faith, hope, determination, courage, and endurance. These 
are words to apply to our forefathers. With hope for a new 
beginning in a new place they placed their faith in God. With 
courage to face the dangers and hardships and a determination to 
move many thousands of people moved to new beginnings. Often it 
tested their endurance to the limit. 


At their destination there was much, much more hard work. 
There was land to clear, crops to plant, cultivate and harvest 
along with homes to build. It is hard for us to visualize what 
life was like in those days, with a constant threat of.Indian i 


attack. 


Although the work was hard, the hours long there were also 
times for pleasure. As these early settlers arrived at their 
destination the first thing they did would be to clear an area 
of trees and build a log cabin of one or sometimes maybe two 
rooms, with a fireplace for heating and cooking. Usually the 
floor was dirt and windows a hole in the wall over which they 
would tack a deer skin or bear skin to close the opening and 
keep out the rain and cold. Later they would improve them, put 
glass in the windows, etc. or build a much better home. 


For the building of these temporary cabins they would hold 
what they called a "log rolling." All the men, women, and children 
in the surrounding area would gather in one place. The men cut 
the trees, rolled them into piles and burned them. Some of the 
logs they used to build the cabins. While the men were busy 
cutting timber and building, the women were busy cooking, helping 
the men any way they could, and taking care of the children. 

After a hard day's work there was eating, drinking, music, singing, 
and dancing. Games were played and horse races held. There was 
always some "courting" going on with the young people and with 
many of the older men and women who had lost their mates. Many 

of these older men and women had children to raise and often their 
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Marriages were more for convenience than love. Courtships were 
seldom very long. i"

the most magnificent homes ever built in America. Many of these 
homes are still in existence and can be seen today. Many have ll 
conducted tours at certain times of the year. 


Some of our ancestors engaged in a custom that many of us 
never heard of, "bundling." As a man went courting in the early 
years of our country he usually had to walk or ride a horse. 
Sometimes the distance was so great that he could not go and 
return the same day and he would remain overnight. Fireplaces 
usually were the only source of heat in the winter, and the 
houses not being insulated, were often cold inside. The couple 
would wrap a quilt around them and they would sit before the 
fire and do their courting. They called this "bundling." There 
were rarely any excess beds in these early homes and since the 
man was spending the night he had to have a place to sleep. To 
give the courting couple as much time together as possible to 
talk and plan a future a board called "bundling board" would be 
fastened down the center of the bed from head to foot. The man 
would sleep on one side of the board and the woman on the other 
side, with the board separating them. No doubt these customs led 
to many early marriages. “Shotgun weddings" we call them.

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The search of old records, books, and documents turned up 
many interesting facts about our ancestors. It was not possible 
for me to remember or record all of them. These old court house, 
census, church, family Bible, and other records of those days 
often revealed facts different from many things we have always 
been taught to believe. We have been led to believe that mo: of 
the people in the South owned large numbers of slaves whom they 
beat and abused in many ways regularly. We have been told and 
led to believe that slavery was the cause of the Civil War. 
Federal census records show that many thousands of people in the 
South did not own any slaves. Most of the people who owned slaves 
owned only two or three. Only the very wealthy owned large 
numbers. Their investment in slaves totaled more than all of 
their other assets combined. Slaves that were sick, crippled, 
or abused would be of little benefit to their owners. It does 
not seem prudent to believe that the majority of the slave owners 
would abuse their most valuable asset. Those owning several slaves 
usually hired an overseer and it was mainly in his hands that the . 12 
treatment of the slaves rested. There were mainly two types, | 
those who "led" and those who "drove." There are two types of 
bosses today and most of us are well aware that the “leaders" 
accomplish far more with less effort than does the "driver" type. 
Most of them were well fed, clothed, housed, and generally given 
many privileges. It is true that some were beaten and abused 
but we should also remember that many white people beat and abused 
their own children. They did then and still do so today. 
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Many of the wills recorded in court houses show that the 
owner would free his slaves at his death. Sometimes he gave 
them a parcel of land, and in some cases his entire plantation. 
Some gave instructions to the executors of their wills that all 
young slaves were to be freed at a certain age, usually twenty- 
one. Many slave owners, realizing that it was wrong, were taking 
steps to solve the problem before the Civil War. 


Slavery was only one of the many reasons and not the main 
cause of the Civil War. The freeing of the slaves was only one 
result of that war. Slavery was wrong and they should have been 
set free. No man has the right to own another human being. The 
method in which most of them were set free left them with many 
problems and hardships. All over the South thousands and 
thousands were left suddenly without homes, money, jobs and no 
one to take care of them. Many had families to care for and 
many others were too old or too sick to work. Who would care 
for them? Where would they go and what would they do? Most had 
never had any responsibility and knew little if anything about 
the task of caring for himself and his family. Their former 
owners were no longer obligated to care for them and most could 
not have done so if they wanted to. The homes of many plantation 
owners had been destroyed, his livestock gone and his fields bare. 
About all he had left was land and in many cases he lost this if 
it had not been completely paid for. Therefore, many whites were 
also left homeless. Many left for all points west including 
California, Washington, Oregon, Montana, and many other places 
which later became states. A new beginning in a new land. 


Many former slaves never left where they were. Having no 
other place to go many continued to live in the same houses in 
which they had been living. The land owner needed labor to work 
his land and raise crops but he lacked the money to pay for this 
labor. This led to a practice known as "sharecropping." The 
land owner furnished the land, seed, equipment and other expenses 
plus give the sharecropper or tenant as he was called a certain 
amount of money each month called a “furnish." The tenant 
furnished the labor and raised and gathered the crops. After the 
crops were gathered and sold was "settlement" day. After all 
expenses plus the furnish were deducted they split the profits. 
Not being good managers most of them owed more than his share of 
the crops would pay. The landowner then had to pay the tenant's 
expenses during the winter months. With what he owed the previous 
year added to the advance furnish during the winter months he 
often owed more before the next crop was planted than he could hope 
to make. He went deeper and deeper into debt. There were many 
things wrong with this system but it was to endure for nearly one 
hundred years. It did not completely end until after the end of 
World War Two. There were many white sharecroppers as well as 


Blacks. 


Many men in the North came south and fought for the South 
because they believed as the southern states did, that they had 
the right to secede and govern themselves. Many in the South 
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fought for the North because they did not think the states had 
this right. This often pitted brother against brother, father 
against son, neighbor against neighbor. The most terrible war 
this country has ever fought and had it not been for the actions 
of a few hotheads might well have never been fought. The most 
tragic part is that all were Americans. The cost of the war in 
money alone could probably have purchased the freedom of every 


slave in America. 


One of the many evils of slavery was the separating of 
families. The selling of parents who were moved to unknown 
distant places leaving children behind, or selling the children 
leaving the parents behind. Separating of families was also a 
price our ancestors paid. As a young wife left with her husband's 
family moving west she often left her parents, brothers, and 
sisters behind. The same was true of a young man leaving with 
his wife's family. Most of the time they never saw them again. 
The distance was often too far and travel too hard for them to 


visit one another. 


This has not been given as a history lesson nor has it been 
given to judge the actions of our forefathers. No one has 
appointed us judges and we should not try to be judges. We did 
not live in that day and face the problems they did. If we had 
we may have made many of the same decisions they did. It has 
been given to help us understand our forefathers better, the life 
they lived, the customs, the problems, their hopes and desires. 


As we search the past for our ancestors we are really 
searching for answers. Who were they, where did they, come from, 
where did they live, what were they, lawyer, doctor, farmer, 
store clerk, preacher or some other occupation and what part did 
they have in settling this wilderness and forming the great 
nation they gave us? There are answers to many of these questions 
if we have the desire to know and spend some time searching the 
records they left behind. , 


Many old church records still exist’ and some show that 
slaves attended church with their owners. They were listed on 
the membership rolls. After the war many requested that they be 
dismissed to form their own church. Some of these church records 
gave birth, death, and marriage dates. Other facts pertaining 
to the members are sometimes given. 


Many old cemeteries have been found in the South that have 
both white and Black burials, especially the family cemetery of 
the large plantation owners. The whites on one side and Blacks 
on the other with a path or road separating them. Others would 
have a fence that enclosed the entire cemetery with a fence 
across the cemetery that separated it into sections, one white, 


the other Black. 


When the search for Flowers roots began it was known that 
W. C. Flowers was born in Utica, Mississippi, and that he was 
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shown in the census of 1880 living with his parents, Thomas M. 
and Leonora Flowers. 


A quick check of the Hinds County marriage records proved 
her name to be Leonora Helen McElwee. If they had been married 
in some other county some distance away or in another state, as 
often happened, their marriage record might have taken years to 


find. 


The next step was to learn who their parents were and this 
is when the work began. 


By re-checking the 1880 census, Thomas M., age 27, said he 
was born in Mississippi and his father in Kentucky. If the age 
27 was correct some Flowers family should show in the 1860 census 
a son named Thomas M., age 7, and give Kentucky as their birth- 
place. The 1860 census index listed approximately 68 Flowers 
scattered all over Mississippi in approximately 2 dozen families, 
being listed by name and not head of household. Some 2 to 10 
of them could be found in one family. Some were single. The 
search turned up many by the name of Thomas and one Thomas M. 
However, he was about 14 and his parents were born in some state 


other than Kentucky. 


The search did turn up some interesting information. In 
Claiborne County, which joins Hinds, were four Flowers families 
who claimed they were born in Kentucky. John B. - no children, 
Armstrong - son Thomas, age 7, Wellington - Son Thomas, age 13, 
Omera - one child 6 months old. 


Which one, if either one, was Thomas M.? There is no index 
to the 1870 census which would tell you which page they were listed 
on. You have to go through the entire census, name by name. 


Because all four, who appeared to be brothers by the ages 
given, had been listed in the third district in 1860 the search 
was started in that district. It proved to be the right choice 
and gave the information I had been hoping to find. Armstrong E, 
was shown with a son, Thomas M., age 16. Although the ages given 
on census reports are not always right, they are usually close 
enough that the right person can be identified. Depending on a 
person's birthday and the time of year the census was taken the 
age shown could vary at least a year and be entirely correct. 

The ages were right - the name was right - the birthplace, 
Kentucky, was right. Three good clues to prove that William 
Clark's grandfather was Armstrong E. Flowers, born in Kentucky.

People at that time had a habit of naming their children F 
after their father, brothers and sisters. It often made things © 
confusing with so many with the same name, in the same place, at 
the same time especially when no middle name or initial was 
given. Before they started using middle names they used junior, 
senior, the elder, and the younger. Because a person had junior 
behind his name did not mean that he was the son of a person with 
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the same name. They might not even be kin in any way. It wasn't 
until about 1800 that they began using middle names. With the 
three Thomas's shown in Claiborne they probably would have been 
listed as: Wellington's son Thomas would have been listed in 
records as Thomas Flowers, Senior, or the elder; Omera's son 
would have been Thomas Flowers, Junior, or the younger. 
Armstrong's son would have been listed as Thomas Flowers. 

Thomas Flowers, Thomas Flowers, Sr., and Thomas Flowers, Jr. 

and none of them the son of the other. It was a big help to 
court clerks and everyone else when people started using middle 


names. 


With three of the four men naming a son Thomas it appeared 
that if their father could be found his name might possibly be 
Thomas. Where in Kentucky did they come from? Did their father 
come to Mississippi? How long had they been in Mississippi? 
Many questions and few answers. 


The 1850 census index of Mississippi was checked which 
listed John B. and Armstrong E. The census taker missed Wellington 
and Omera L. as later records would prove them to be in the county. 
The index for 1840 listed John B. and Wellington W.. Armstrong 
and Omera were too young to be shown as the head of the household. 


Nothing was found in these census records to indicate who 
the unknown ancestor was so the search was started in the court 
houses of Hinds, Warren, Claiborne, and Jefferson Counties, also 
the Archives Library in Jackson. Wills, marriage records, land 
records, tax records, and probate records being the main items 
checked. io 


Probate papers proved that Thomas M. Flowers, deceased in 
Claiborne County in 1826 was the father of John B., Armstrong E., 
Omera L., Mary Ann and Martha Jane. . Land records show that his 
estate was divided seven ways with Wellington W. and Charles H., 
Junior, each receiving a 1/7 share. 


Also, probate papers found indicate that a Charles H. Flowers 
in Jefferson County was connected to the Thomas M. family. This 
will be dealt with later when certain facts can be pointed out. 
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THOMAS M. FLOWERS I 


B D. August, 1826 


Thomas M. Flowers, great grandfather of William Clark 
Flowers of Sharkey County, Mississippi, came to Mississippi 
sometime around 1825 from Kentucky. The 1820 census of Kentucky 
shows a Thomas in Cumberland County and another in Adair. The 
1830, 1840, and 1850 census index of Kentucky continues to show 
a Thomas in Adair County, the only county showing a Thomas Flowers 
for that twenty year period. It is possible that the Thomas 
shown in Cumberland County was Thomas M. who came to Mississippi. 
So far no proof has been found showing this to be true. 


Thomas M. and Elizabeth, his wife, settled on 166 acres 
near the Big Black River in Claiborne County. 


Thomas M. purchased Lot 2 (80 acres) on May 8, 1826 and 
Lot 1 (86 acres) on June 13, 1826, at $1.25 per acre. Both lots 
in Section 36, Township 13, Range 3E. This was in a wild and 
mostly unsettled part of the county. Not far away was the small 
settlement, Rocky Springs, and the Natchez Trace. 


Claiborne County, third county to be formed, had been formed 
in 1802 with most of the settlements along the Mississippi River, 
Big Black, and Natchez Trace. Only a few counties had been formed 
at this time and Mississippi was, for the most part, still Indian 
territory. 


It is not known how Thomas M. came to Mississippi or how 
long the trip took. We can be sure the trip took many weeks and 
that he did not travel alone with his family. At that time it 
was something they did not do. People in those days were some- 
what clannish and if a man had a brother you would usually find 
him close by. It was their way of coping with the problems of 
that time. They depended on one another. 


There were Flowers families already in the Claiborne and 
Jefferson County area when Thomas M. arrived. Some had come to 
Mississippi as early as 1802, Ignatius, Nace, Iasiah, and 
Josiah being among some of the first. The town of Flowers, 
between Vicksburg and Jackson, was named for some of their 
decendants. Although some of them lived in the Rocky Springs 
area, it is not known if Thomas M. was kin to them or not. 


Thomas M. died in August of 1826 soon after he arrived in 
Mississippi, and was probably still a young man since he left 
five minor children, John B., Armstrong E., Omera L., Mary Ann, 
and Martha Jane, by his wife, Elizabeth. Wellington W. and 
Charles H., who received a share of his estate are probably by 
a previous marriage. 


Probate papers recorded in Claiborne County show that Francis 
P. Coe was named administrator of the estate. He was later

dismissed and a lawsuit was entered against him, probably for 
mismanagement. 


Elizabeth married Thomas T. Morris on May 5, 1828. Recorded 
Book 3, Page 22, Claiborne County, Mississippi. After their 
marriage Morris was named administrator. In the probate books 
volumes D-K are many reports, etc. concerning the Thomas M. 
Estate (abstracts of some of them.) 


. In July, 1830, John B. petitioned the court to name Charles 
H. Flowers his guardian. He stated he was a minor above 14 years 
old and did not have a legal guardian. 


In Book G, which covers the years 1834-1836, Page 353 
shows the account T.T. Morris gave the court, 24 July, 1835. 
One item was for "Money paid for board and clothing for Mary 
Ann, Martha Jane, Armstrong and Omera, minors of Thomas M. 
Flowers, deceased. 


Page 427 of Book G shows the petition of Elizabeth Morris 
who states she was the wife of. Thomas M. Flowers who died 
intestate in August of 1826 and was left five minor children 
whom she named. She asked for 1/3 of the land as a dowry. 
Later records show she was granted this part on January 30, 1836 - 
Volume G, Page 430. It is not known why she waited ten years to 


file this claim. 

Other items shown in these books, all of which are hand- 
written and hard to read, are one showing the saie of 7 slaves 
for $7,080.00 and another for money paid a witness against 
Francis Coe. 


John B., who was now over 21, was named administrator of 
his father's estate on April 24, 1837. John had appeared on the 
tax rolls of Claiborne for the first time in 1836. 


In Book H, Page 132, July 22, 1837 
To the Honorable Nicholas McDougale, Judge of Probate: 
We are minors above the age of fourteen and request that 
John Flowers, our brother, be our guardian and of our property. 
Martha Jane Flowers 
Armstrong E. Flowers 
(Omera didn't sign petition 
because he was only 12 years 


old.) 


On July 24, 1837, John B. was named guardian of Omera L., 
Martha J., and Armstrong E., minors under 21 of Thomas M. 
Flowers, deceased. 


Note: No other probate records were found pertaining to Mary Ann. 
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Book H, Page 332, May 28, 1838 


A petition from John B. to the probate court in which he 
states that Thomas T. Morris, the former administrator, has paid 
all debts that the estate owed. That there is nothing left of 
the estate and asks to be discharged from making any further 
reports to court. 


‘In the Claiborne County Probate Volume 
"Letters of Administration 1840-1853" 


Wellington W. was named guardian of Charles H. Flowers on 
December 27, 1848. The petition of Wellington's for guardianship 
stated that Charles was not able to manage his own estate. 
Armstrong and John B. signed the bond for Wellington. 


Probate papers show that Charles H. Flowers was disabled 
from January 1, 1849 to December 1, 1851 at which time he probably 
died. Claiborne County Volume V, Page 316. He appeared in 
Armstrong's home in the 1850 census. 


Jefferson County Probate "Letters of Administration" February 
Term of Court, 1854. 


Albert Shaw was appointed guardian of Edward W. Flowers, 
infant son of Charles H. Flowers, deceased. Charles H., Senior, 
had a son named Edward W. and listed as one of his heirs. In 
1850 he was above the age of ten and surely would have been 
referred to as a minor, and not infant. It is not known if this 
Edward W. is the son of Charles H., Jr. who was a ward of 
Charles, Sr. or if he is a son of Charles H., ward of Wellington 
W. No record has been found to indicate if they are the same 
person or that Charles H., ward of Wellington, was married. There 
could have been two Charles H., Juniors as there were two 
Armstrong E. Flowers. Both Charles H. Sr., and Thomas M. had a 
son named Armstrong E. Charles had a son named Orlander and 
Thomas M. a son named Omera.

North by 
lands belonging to E. Lum's heirs. Containing 864 
acres. Also (6/7) six sevenths of Lots No. 1 and 2 

in Section No. 36 in Township 13, Range 3 East said 
lots containing in all (207) two hundred seven acres. 


Filed for Record February 12, 1849. 


This is two deeds in one. The 864 acres belonged to 
Wellington W. which he had purchased from Stephan Harman on 
May 4, 1840 for eight hundred dollars. As the two previous 
deeds have shown he also owned 2/7 of the Thomas M. Estate, 
which he had purchased from John B. and Martha Jane. Armstrong 
with 1/7 share, Omera with 1/7 share and W.W. with 1/7 share 
gave them a total of 5/7 to sell but they sold 6/7. 


Evidently they sold Mary Ann's 1/7 share either with or 
without her permission. No record was found to show that she 
had sold her interest to anyone. The following power of attorney 
given to Omera some 4 years later may have been given to make 
this sale legal. 


Recorded in Claiborne County, Mississippi Land Records, Vol. BB, 
Page 374 (Abstracted) 


On May 25, 1853, John S. Ricketts and Mary Ann Ricketts - 
his wife (former wife of Humphreys Sherman, dec'd of Harris 
County, Texas) - residents of Harris County, Texas, granted Omera 
L. Flowers power of attorney to represent them in any-and all 
real estate transactions in Mississippi. 


The final 1/7 share of the Thomas M. Estate is shown in the 
following deeds. 
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(ABSTRACTED DEEDS) 


On May 24, 1841 Charles H. Flowers purchased ten acres 
from William Dotson for 100 dollars that joined W.W. Flowers 
land on the North in Township 13, Range 3 East. (Recorded 
Book V, Pgs. 396,397.) 


W.W. Flowers This indenture made May 21, 1849 between 
Wellington W. Flowers, guardian of Charles 

Deed H. Flowers, and James Boyce. At a term 
of the Probate Court of Claiborne County, 

To James Boyce Mississippi, held on the fourth Monday in 


March of 1849 it was ordered and decreed 
that Wellington W. Flowers should sell on a credit of one, two 
and three years the lands owned by his ward, Charles H. Flowers. 
To Wit: Ten acres bounded on West, South, and East by the 
Estate of Erustus Lum and on the north by land owned by Wellington 
W. Flowers - in Township 13, Range 3 East. 
"Also all that certain tract of land being an undivided interest 
of the one seventh part of a tract of land lying and being in 
the county and state aforesaid in Township No. 13, Range 3 East 
bounded as follows To Wit: On the North, South, and East by 
lands belonging to Estate of Erustus Lum dec'd and on the West 
by lands belonging to Estate of Samuel Bagnell, dec'd and containing 
two hundred and seven acres. The said tract ordered to be sold 
containing thirty acres more or less." 


It was advertised for sale and James Boyce was highest bidder 
at (5.00) five dollars per acre. 


(Recorded in Book Z, Page 102.) 


Although Thomas M. had purchased only 166 acres evidently 
his lots contained more acreage than was shown on the original 
entries. These records prove that there were 207 acres divided 
between 7 heirs. Wellington W. and Charles H. were not named 
by Elizabeth as her children nor were they named as wards of 
Francis Coe or Thomas T. Morris. By the ages given in census 
reports they definitely were minors at the time Thomas M. died. 
If they were children by a previous marriage, as it is believed 
they were, they may have still been in Kentucky going to school. 
If they were not his children why would each receive a 1/7 share 
of his estate? 


A marriage record has not been found for Mary Ann and 
Martha Jane. However, the land records prove who their husbands 


were. 


When James Boyce purchased the last 1/7 share of the estate 
in 1849 he had three years to make the final payment. This 
could explain the long delay in the power of attorney given 
Omera. Mary Ann's signature would have been required to give 
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James Boyce a clear title to the land. Also James Boyce may 
have given a deed of trust for several years when he purchased 
the 6/7 share of the estate. 


John B., Wellington W., Armstrong E. and Omera L. purchased 
and sold many tracts of land to one another and to other people 
during the next few years. This 207 acre tract of land was 
never again listed in any of their transactions.

There are certain facts which indicate that Charles could 
possibly be a brother of Thoma# M. or connected to the family 
in some way. 


He appeared in Jefferson County before Thomas M. did in 
Claiborne when he secured a marriage license on March 4, 1822, 
to marry Martha A. Walton. Jefferson M.B. A, Page 175. (There 


was not a return recorded. ) 


In the probate papers of (Claiborne County is the petition of 
John B., the oldest son of Thomas M. and Elizabeth, for Charles 
H. Flowers to be named his guardian. Dated July, 1830. Charles 
H. Flowers of Jefferson County was the only Charles shown in the 


census of 1830. 


Recorded in Jefferson County Probate Record Book B, Page 366 


is the account of money spent NY Charles H. for his ward, Charles 
H. Flowers. He reports to the court that this is the first 


account given the court conceriiing the $885.00 which his ward 
received from his father's estate and that he was holding this 
money for him. He told the court that he had spent $200.00 for 
Charles going to school in Kentucky, and $87.00 for clothes. He 
was still holding $598.00 that was due his ward. Dated May 28, 


This account does not say who Charles's father was or where 
he died. It could have been it! Kentucky where the younger Charles 
H. was going to school. No pr/bate papers were found in Claiborne 
or Jefferson to indicate who he Was. Evidently he was a brother 


of the elder Charles H. 


The elder Charles H. made his will on August 15, 1845. 


(Recorded Probate Book C, Page 636) Sister-in-law Sarah Ann 
Alison to see after his two davghters, Sarah and Laura until 


they were of legal age or married. Son, Robert A. Flowers, 
named executor. 

It is not known the exact time that Charles, Senior, died. 
However, his estate was probated in January, 1848. 


In Probate Volume D —- 1844-1851 of Jefferson County are 
Many pages showing the accounts Of Robert A. as executor of this 
large estate. 


The children and heirs wer@ Sarah V. Powers, Laura A. Powers, 


Orlander Flowers, Armstrong E. Flowers, Edward Flowers, and 
Robert A. Flowers. They divided 68 slaves valued at $31,702.00 


and other assets. Land records Show they divided 756 acres of 
land. 


1838. 
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Armstrong E. shown above was not the son of Thomas M. 
deceased in Claiborne. A.E., son of Charles, had married 
Catherine Shaw in Claiborne County on January 5, 1848. Book 6, 
Page 115. A.E., son of Thomas M. had married Martha Ann Read 
on June 5, 1850, in Hinds County. Book 3, Page 117. 


Laura A. Flowers married Felix Powers October 28, 1846. 
Sarah V. Flowers married John R. Powers September 24, 1847. 
Robert A. Flowers married Mary Ann Hall September 24, 1845. 


No marriage records were found for Orlander who appeared in 
the 1850 census as single or for Edward, who was a minor. Robert 
was named his guardian at first and Armstrong later was named 
guardian. 


Armstrong E. made his will January 15, 1859 and died in 
Jefferson County March 31, 1859. He did not have any children 
and left 670 acres and a large number of slaves to his wife, 
Catherine. 


Charles H. Flowers, who was a ward of Charles Flowers, the 
elder, was not named in any of the probate papers and did not 
receive any part of the estate. 


In Jefferson County Probate "Letters of Administration" for 
the February term of court, 1854, Albert Shaw was appointed 
guardian of Edward W. Flowers, infant son of Charles Flowers, 
deceased. 


Albert Shaw appears to be a brother of Catherine Shaw, wife 
of A.E.. Catherine signed his bond. 


No marriage record was found for Charles nor does the name 
Charles Flowers appear in the index of the 1860 census of 
Mississippi. The 1850 census is the only one in which this name 
appears when he was listed with Armstrong E. and Martha Ann. 


Armstrong, son of Thomas M., named one of his sons Charles 
W. and a daughter Sarah V. 


If Charles, the elder, had lived until 1850 the census of 
that year would have shown where he was born. His children 
reported they were born in Mississippi. However, they were 
slightly younger than those of Thomas M. Also, Charles appears 
to have come to Mississippi 2-3 years before Thomas M. He may 
have been born in Kentucky. 


The name Charles H. Flowers presents many questions and 
very few answers. How many were there? Did the ward of Charles, 
Senior, ever come to Mississippi? Did he marry in Kentucky? 
What happened to his wife? 
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Would the Charles, ward of Wellington W., disabled 
from December, 1848 to December 1, 1851, marry and father a 
child while he was disabled and just before he died? The 
census of 1850 does not show him with a wife. Under the column 
for blind, deaf, idiotic, etc. that was included in the 1850 
census, the census taker had written "Idiotic." Evidently 
Charles had received a head injury that had left him mentally 
incompetent. It seems unlikely that he would be the father of 


an infant son. 


It appears from the few records available that there were 
two Charles H., Juniors - one in Kentucky who may or may not 
have ever been in Mississippi. The second Charles appears to 
be a son of Thomas M.I, who inherited a 1/7 share of his 


estate. 
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JOHN BAKER FLOWERS 


Died CA 1868 Claiborne County, Mississippi 


John B. was named in most of the probate records pertaining 
to his father's estate. First time was the petition of his 
mother to the court for a portion of the land. Then his petition 
to the court that Charles H. Flowers be named his guardian. 
Later, he was appointed administrator of his father's estate and 
guardian of his minor brothers and sister. Very little else is 
known about him. Apparently he married late in life and did not 
have any children. 


He first appeared on the Claiborne County tax rolls in 1836 
and then in the 1840 census. He is shown as being 20-30 years 
old. Two white males, one between 10-15, and the other 15-20 
are shown with him. These are probably Omera and Armstrong as 
he was their guardian at the time. There were no females shown 
in his household. His sisters may have been married and living 


somewhere else. 


In 1850 he is shown as being 36 years old, single, and 
living with David Briggs, his wife, and young daughter, the couple 
being about the same age as John. Armstrong's house was the next 
stop for the census taker. 


He was a member of Armstrong's household in 1860 working as 
overseer for Armstrong. 


John B. died intestate around February, 1868, and Frances 
E. Flowers, his wife, was named administrator of his estate. 
A marriage record for him has not been found. 


John's middle name was found in the land records of Claiborne 
County, Volume 3H, pages 264, 265. John purchased and sold many 
tracts of land during his lifetime. The task of tracing these 
records to see what he owned at his death was not undertaken. 
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THOMAS T. MORRIS 


Mary Morris and her family is the only Morris family 
shown in the 1820 census of Claiborne County. In 1830 Mary 
is again shown along with Thomas T. and Lewis C.. Thomas is 
shown as Thomas L. which was probably an error by the census 
enumerator. a

Mary is listed as 40-60 with, 2 males 10-20, 2 males 
20-40, 1 female 10-20. 


Lewis is shown as between 20-40, his wife as 10-20 and 
1 female under 10. 


Thomas is shown as between 20-40, Elizabeth Flowers 
Morris is shown as between 20-40. 


They show: 


4 white males under ten (A.E., Omera L., 2% oj) 

2 white males 10-20 (John B., ? 

2 white females under 10 (Mary and Martha Jane) 
(Identification - mine) 


Thomas and Elizabeth had married May 5, 1828, and five ee 
of the children were Elizabeth's. It appears that Thomas had | 
been married before and had at least two and maybe three 
children by a previous marriage. 


The 1840 census of Claiborne County shows only one Morris 
family - Mrs. L. Morris - with a large family. Apparently Mary, 
Thomas, Lewis and Elizabeth had died. The last records found 
on Thomas and Elizabeth were in 1835 and 1836 - the reports to 
the court as administrator of the Thomas M. estate and Elizabeth's 
petition for part of the land. It is not known nor can it be 
understood why she waited ten years before placing this claim. 

As the court records show John B. Flowers was named administrator 
of his father's estate and guardian of Armstrong, Mary Jane 

and Omera L. in 1837. Omera had not signed the petition of 
Armstrong and Martha Jane because he was only 12 years old and 
could not legally do so. A person had to be above 14. 


Mrs. Lewis Morris shown in 1830 as being between 10-20 
with 1 daughter under 10 is shown in 1840 as being between 20-30 
years old, 


Shown as her family: 


male 5-10 
males 15-20 
male 20-30 


female 5-10 
females 10-15 re 
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It is not possible that these were all her children. 
The (three males 15-20), (one male 20-30) and (one female 10-15) 
could not have been her children. Only three at the most could 
have been her children. It appears that these are children of 
Thomas T. Morris by his first wife and by Elizabeth Flowers, 
his second wife. The (male between 5-10) is probably Howard 
Morris shown in 1850, as age 19, living in Armstrong's house- 
hold. If the age given is correct it would indicate that he 
was born in 1831 and would not have been shown in the census of 
1830. As far as is known this is possibly a child born to Thomas 
and Elizabeth Flowers Morris. 


By 1850 all except Howard and Mauritz Morris (age 24, born 
in Poland) had died, married or moved from Claiborne County. 
They were the only two shown in 1850 in Claiborne County. Mrs. 
Lewis Morris was not found anywhere in the state and still being 
a young woman had probably remarried. 


Howard Morris was not located in 1860. 
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ARMSTRONG E. FLOWERS 


CA 1823 - 1878 


Armstrong was named in most of the probate records of 
Thomas M. Flowers I, recorded in Claiborne, County. These 
records prove he was the son of Thomas M. and Elizabeth. 
Land records show he inherited a 1/7 share of his father's 
estate. He married Martha Ann Read on June 5, 1850. (Hinds 
County M.B. 3, Page 117) 


From May 5, 1845 until his death, between August and 
November of 1878, he purchased and sold many tracts of land. 
Some of this land was very choice farm land for Claiborne 
County. At his death he owned approximately 135 acres. The 
reconstruction years following the Civil War were hard years 
and many men had lost everything they owned, but Armstrong had 
managed to hold on to 135 acres of very good farm land. He 
raised eight children which are shown in the following census 


reports.

It is not known why the census taker wrote the names for 
some and initials for others. However, it is fortunate for us 
that the census taker wrote the name Thomas M.. Both Martha J. 
and J.F. were born after the 1860 census. However, the census 
taker only wrote one of the girl's name. Why one and not the 
other? 


These census reports provide proof that Thomas M., Junior, 
father of William Clark Flowers, was the son of Armstrong E. 
Flowers. 


May 21, 1872, Armstrong E. and Martha gave their consent 
for Joseph E. to marry Mrs. Alzada A. Myers. Recorded Book 7, 
Page 62, Hinds County, Mississippi. 


Thomas M. Flowers married Leonora Helen McElwee 
November 13, 1872, by W.H. Stewart, Minister 
Hinds County M.B. 7, Page 84 


Joicy (J.F.) F. Flowers married W.R. Boren December 12, 1879 
Claiborne County M.B. 2, Page 243 


Sudia A. (Susan A.) married W.A. Bryant December 31, 1879 
Claiborne County M.B. 2, Page 247 


Mattie J. (Martha J.) married D.L. Curtis January 3, 1883

The minister who married Sarah V. and Thomas M. was 
probably the same person. The initials were shown as W.H. in 
one place and H.W. in the other. 


Mary Lois Ragland and Kathy Renfroe have compiled and 
published a book listing the yellow fever deaths in 1878 for the 
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following counties: Claiborne, Lauderdale, Madison, Montgomery, 
Pike, Warren, Washington, and Yazoo. 


Armstrong was listed in their book in the section listing 
the deaths of those in the Rocky Springs area of Claiborne 
County, exact date unknown. The first case of yellow fever in 
Claiborne County that year was on August 3rd. (His father, 
Thomas M. also died in August of 1826. It is possible that he also 
died from yellow fever.) 


Martha Ann was not found in the 1880 census of Claiborne 
County and it is not known what happened to her. She may have 
died from yellow fever also and was not listed.

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As these records show Susan A., Martha J. and Joyce F. 
purchased the interest of the others at first. A deed recorded 
in Volume WW, Page 25 shows that Martha J. sold her part back 
to Joseph E. for $220.00 on December 14, 1881. It is not known 
what Susan A., who had married W.A. Bryant December 31, 1879, 
did with her part. No deed was found showing a transfer. It 
is apparent from the last two deeds that Joseph E. and Joyce F. 
were the only two with a claim to the land in 1884 when those 
deeds were filed for record. 


The search on the land records for Armstrong's family was 
stopped at this point as there would be very little benefit to 


continue. 


In searching other land records it was found that Martha J. 
and her husband, Drury L. Curtis, purchased from her uncle, 
Omera, and aunt, Genoa, for $150.00 the N4 and Swit of the SEt 
of Sec. 18, T 13, R5E, containing 120 acres. This sale was on 
March 8, 1894. Omera had purchased this original entry land 
from the U.S. Government February 1, 1859. (Book H., Page 244) 


Armstrong was a planter as they liked to be called and 
lived all of his adult life in Claiborne County, Mississippi, 
around Rocky Springs. In 1860 he was listed as owning 7 slaves. 


The Howard Morris shown in Armstrong's household in 1850 
may have been a half-brother. By 1860 he was gone from Mississippi 
or missed in the census that year. 


Confederate records show that Armstrong joined Co. B, 38 
Reg't Mississippi Vols. on October 9, 1863. He was shown on roll 
until December 1, 1863, when he was listed as absent. 


Nothing else was found pertaining to his Civil War service. 
The Confederates did not maintain good military records and many 
of those they did keep were often destroyed, some accidently and 
others on purpose to keep them from falling into the hands of the 
Union soldiers. It would be hard to find a complete record on 
very many Confederate soldiers. 


So far the cemetery where Armstrong and his family are buried 
has not been found. Although Omera's cemetery is only a 1/4 mile 
away from Armstrong's land, none of Armstrong's family are buried 
there, or if they are there are not any markers to their graves. 
There does not appear to be any unmarked graves in this cemetery. 
Armstrong may have had his own cemetery on land that he owned. 

So far it has not been found. 
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OMERA LAFAYETTE FLOWERS 


B. July 6, 1825 - D. May 3, 1915 


The youngest son of Thomas M. Flowers and lived the 
longest of any of his children. His death is recorded in Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, File 8319, Registered No. 12, Jackson, 
Mississippi. 


In 1894 Omera was granted a clear title to 466 33/100 
acres of land he had purchased from the U.S. Government in 1859. 
These deeds (3) show his name as Layafette in the title and 
as La Fayette in the text. It is unknown which is the correct 
way. All three of the deeds were written by the same court 
clerk. (Vol..3H, Pages 261, 262, 263, Claiborne County.) 


There were no tax rolls between 1842-1849 and Omera appeared 
on the 1849 roll. He was still single when he was missed in the 
‘1850 census. Land records prove he was in the county. 


Omera L. married Judith A. Thornton August 8, 1858, in 
Hinds County. Book 3, Page 143. 


He is shown in the 1860 census of Claiborne County as being 
35, his wife Judith 30, and a daughter, Carloton, 6 months. 
Also appearing in his household was a James Green, age 35, listed 
as a planter. 


Apparently Judith and his daughter died soon afterward as. 
Omera married Genoa Strong August 18, 1866 in Claiborne County. 
Book 7, Page 123.

They were in the 
area around Columbus, Mississippi at this time. 


The last record on Omera L.: 


O.L. Flowers, Pvt., Co. B, 38, 14 and 3 Reg't Mississippi 
Cavalry - Residence - Rocky Springs, Claiborne Co., Miss., 
appears on a rollof prisoners of war. 


Co. B, 38, 14, and 3 Regiment Miss. Cavalry, Confederate 
States Army, commanded by Col. John McGuirk, surrendered at 
Citronelle, Alabama by Lieut. General R. Taylor, C.S.A. to 
Major General E.R.S. Canby, U.S.A. May 12, 1865, and paroled 
at Gainesville, Ala. May 12, 1865. 


The record on Omera L. is probably as complete as any of 
the records on the men. 


Omera appears to have been a very successful farmer and 

real estate dealer. He purchased and sold many tracts of land a 
on January 1, 1890 deeded 1024 acres to his wife, Genoa A. Flowe: 
This is recorded in Book 3E, Pages 496 and 497, and is listed as 
NE and Et of NW4 and SEZ of Sec. 1, T. 12, R. 4E - 320 acres. 
The SWi of Sec. 64, T. 13, R4E - 160 acres, The Wy of SE} and ES 
of swi and NWi of SWi and NEY of SE} and S% of NEY of Sec. 18, 
T,13, R 5E - 340 acres. The WZ of NWZ of Sec. 19, T. 13, R5E -~ 
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-~ 80 acres. The E4 of SEt of Sec. 29, T. 13, R4E - 84 acres. 
The NEY of NEY of Sec. 48, T.13, R4E - 40 acres. All in 
Claiborne County. 


The 320 acres that Omera owned in Section One joined the 
land Armstrong owned. Together they owned most of that section. 
Omera's cemetery is approximately 1/4 mile from this section. 
This cemetery was found by searching the areas in which they 


owned land. 


Omera lived to see many changes in Mississippi and the 
United States. Coming to Mississippi when it was, for the most 
part, still Indian territory he saw the forests cleared and vast 
cotton plantations take its place. Roads and bridges were built. 
Railroads and telegraph lines extended from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The western part of the U.S. was settled and most of 
the states were admitted to the Union. Many st®amboats operated 
up and down the rivers and ocean liners crossed the oceans. The 
Civil War and Spanish American War had been fought and World War 
One was in progress. Airplanes and automobiles had been invented. 
Many other changes also took place. How many of these things 
Omera saw with his own eyes we don't know. One thing we do know 
is that the Mississippi he left was far different from the one 


he came to. 
The death certificate of Omera's gives his birth date as 


July 6, 1825. His tombstone gives July 6, 1822. Family records 
have often been found to be wrong. 
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WELLINGTON W. FLOWERS 


B.----- D. 11-15-1862 


Wellington W. appears to be one of the sons of Thomas M. I, 
perhaps the oldest. Land records show that he inherited a 1/7 
share of the Thomas M. Estate. They also show that he lived 
for some time on the Thomas M. Estate. If the ages given for 
Wellington in the census reports are correct he would have 
been about ten years old at the time Thomas M. died. Although 
Wellington and Charles H. are not named in the probate records 
as children it is possible they were still in Kentucky going 
to school, and a guardian named for them in Kentucky. They may 
not have made the trip to Mississippi until 1836-1838 at which 
time they may have been over 21. 


He first appeared on the tax rolls of Claiborne County in 
1838. He appears in the 1840 census of Claiborne County and is 
shown to be between 20-30 years old. Also shown in his house- 
hold is one female between 40-50 years old who is unidentified. 
It is unfortunate that he was missed in the 1850 census as the 
census would probably have shown who she was. 


Wellington apparently was married two times. However, the 
only record found was his marriage to Nancy C. Rundell on 
July 16, 1856 in Claiborne County, recorded Book 6, Page 406. 
Omera L. Flowers was a witness. 


Wellington was shown in the 1860 census as age 43, wife 
Nancy 42, Son Thomas 13, and a son, Wellington, age 2. Thomas | 
could not have been the son of Nancy as they had only been married 
4 years. Wellington died intestate November 15, 1862 and Nancy 
Cc. was named as administratrix of his estate. 


Confederate military records show that Wellington W. Flowers, 
Senior, enlisted as a Pvt. at Port Gibson, Mississippi on 
May 31, 1862 in Co. D, 2nd Battalion (State Troops). This is 
the same unit Omera joined on May 31, 1862. His service record 
shows the following: "Remarks: Special Detail - Died Nov. 15, 
1862." It does not say how or where he died. It is unknown 
what kind of special detail he was on. The only other information 
his record shows is that his unit was around Milldale, Mississippi, 


from Sept. 7 to Dec. 1, 1862. 


Milldale must not exist anymore as it cannot be found on | 
a present day Mississippi map. i 


Nancy C. was shown in the 1870 census with one child, 
Wellington, age 12.. Wellington, Jr., was shown in the 1880 
census of Claiborne County, Rocky Springs District, as age 22, 
and single. He died on board the steamboat, Natchez, between ' 
New Orleans and Vicksburg on January 22, 1882. He left a 
nuncupative will recorded in Claiborne County, Book 3, Pages } 
78-79. He left everything he owned after his debts and funeral 
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expenses were paid to Miss Fannie M. Lum. 


After the death of Wellington, Senior, his property had 
been under Nancy's control and at her death was left to 
Wellington, Junior. Evidently the son, Thomas, shown in the 
1860 census had died sometime during the war. He was not shown 
in any of the probate papers found on Wellington, Sr.

power of attorney in 1853, nearly 40 years before. She would 
have been a paternal aunt as Wellington's and Omera's sister. 
It is probably a mistake made by the person who wrote the deed. 


Wellington, Sr. had married Nancy C. Rundell and Omera 
had married Genoa STrong. There is no evidence that they were 


sisters.

It appears that 2 or possibly 3 brothers came to Mississippi 
from Kentucky, and that the key to the puzzle is in the court- 
house records of Kentucky, North Carolina or Virginia. The logical 
, first step in this direction would be the Kentucky State Library 


in Frankfort, the capitol.

) Virginia and it is possible that a person who claimed to have been 
born in Virginia was actually born in what is now Kentucky. As 

the states and counties were formed it was possible for a person 

to be born in one county, married in another, die in another and 

be living in the same house in the same spot all the time, never 


having moved. 


Another item of interest is a land record recorded in 
Claiborne County Deed Book K, Page 244, showing the sale of a lot 
| in the town of Buckland on the Mississippi River from John L. and 
) Annie C. Buck to John Jackson Flowers in 1827. The Bucks lived 
in Woodford County, Kentucky. Claiborne County tax rolls show a 
Susan Flowers in 1828 and for several years after that in the 
) town of Buckland. John Jackson Flowers does not appear and 
evidently had died. Susan appears to have been his wife. She 
was on the tax rolls in 1828, 1830, 1831, 1834, 1835, and 1836. 


Although there is no proof, this could have been a brother of 
Thomas M., Senior, and came to Mississippi shortly after Thomas M. 


Jane Flowers appeared on the tax rolls in 1827 and 1838. 


) There were other Flowers families living in the same area 
but they do not appear to be connected. Names such as Elisha, 

) Josiah, Goldsborough, Milton, Ephriam, Ignatius, Henry, and many 
) others do not appear in the Thomas M. family line.

In the families of Thomas M., Senior, Charles H., Senior, 
Armstrong E., Wellington W., and Omera the following names appear: 
) Thomas - 4 times, Armstrong E. - 2 times, Sarah - 3 times, Martha - 
3 times, Elizabeth - 2 times, Edward - 2 times, Charles H. - 3 
times. These names were also repeated in some of their grand- 
children. Even with middle names it is hard to connect them to 


the right family. 


If the father of Thomas M.I can be found his name is likely 
to be Thomas, Charles or Edward. 


Thomas M., Senior's, estate was divided seven ways. All seven 
of these children may have been Elizabeth's. For some unknown 
reason she waited ten years to file a petition for a 1/3 part 
of the land. At her death this reverted back to the children. 

For some unknown reason she may not have named Wellington and 
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Charles as her children. It is my belief that they were 
children by a previous marriage. 


Regardless of who their parents were and whether they were 
full brothers or half brothers of Armstrong E. it if of minor 
i importance. It does not effect the lineage of William Clark 
Flowers, nor will it effect any other Flowers line because there 
are no known descendents of either one. 


There are many Flowers records in Hinds, Warren, Copiah, 
Jefferson and Claiborne Counties that I did not examine. Most 
of them I believe would apply to other Flowers families. It 
could take weeks or even months to look at all of these records. 
I believe I found most of the records pertaining to William 


Clark's family. 


Land records revealed several facts that were not shown in 
the probate papers, namely - the 7 way division of Thomas M. 
Estate and the heirs - the married names of Mary Ann and Martha 
Jane - the middle names of John B. and Omera L. - division of 
Armstrong's property and names of all his children - source of the 
property on which Thomas M. II and Leonora H. lived and the 
approximate date of his death - and that Mary Ann, a daughter of 
Thomas M., Senior, was married at least twice, left Mississippi 
as a young woman and lived at least 50 years in Harris County, 


Texas. 


The records found and recorded speak for themselves. They 
prove beyond any doubt the family lines of William Clark Flowers 
of Sharkey County, Mississippi. They show that his ancestors 
came from Kentucky to Mississippi and that they were a close knit 
family that had very little, if any, connection to the many other 
Flowers families in the same area. 


There can be but little doubt that William Clark's ancestors 
came to Kentucky from Virginia or the Carolinas through the 
Cumberland Gap traveling on "The Wilderness Road." 
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DOBBS - MIMMS - McELWEE 


John Dobbs, of Hinds County, Mississippi, made his will 
April 21, 1835, which was probated in the September term of 
court 1835. Named in his will was his wife, Leah, and Isabella, 
Sarah, Elizabeth, James, Henry, Jackson, Eliza Mimms, and Mary 
Ross, his children. He gave each of them one thousand dollars. 
Jesse A. Mimms and George Ross, sons-in-law, along with his wife, 
Leah, and Daniel McCaleb were named executors. Recorded in Will 
Book 1, Page 57, Hinds County, Mississippi. 


Eliza M. Dobbs had married Jesse Anderson Mimms December 22, 
1834. Recorded in Marriage Book 1, Page 370, Hinds County, 
Mississippi. 


Jesse made his will December 20, 1848, which was probated 
in the January term of court, 1849. He did not give the names of 
wife or any of his children. He mentions Utica Academy, house and 
lot in Utica, and plantation near White Oak Creek. George W. Mimms, 
his brother, was named executor and guardian of his children until 


they became of age. 


It is not known where Jesse was buried, but it was probably: 
in the Utica Cemetery which is in the middle of town. His brother, 
George, and his wife, Susan, are buried there. The marker on 
George's grave reads - Born May 17, 1820, Died July 8, 1905. 
Susan's read - Susan K. Mimms - Daughter of Pulaski and Susan 
Dudley - Born July 1831, Died November 14, 1882. It is a well kept 
cemetery now. However, the old part has many broken .stones and 
Many unmarked graves. 


The 1850 census of Hinds County shows Eliza with six Mimms 
children. 


On February 17, 1852, Eliza Mimms married her second 
husband, Jonathan (James) D. McElwee. Marriage recorded in 
Book 3, Page 220, Hinds County. There were two children, Leonora 
H. and James D., born during this marriage which lasted only five 
years. Jonathan D. (James) died intestate in 1857. Probate 
papers recorded in Hinds County. 


The 1860 census of Hinds County shows Eliza with her Mimms 
children and her McElwee children. 


On October 3, 1860, Eliza Dobbs Mimms McElwee married her 
third husband, John Wood. Recorded in Book 5, Pagel25 Hinds 
County. This occured after the 1860 census had been completed. 
There are no known children to this marriage. It is not known 
what happened in this marriage. John could have died or they may 
have been divorced. No record has been found. 


The 1870 census of Hinds shows Eliza again using the McElwee 
name. Three of her Mimms children are no longer listed with her. 
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1. Baldwin had left before 1860. Maston M. and George A. are missing 
in this census. Shown in this census is Annie Clark, age three. 
Later information proved this was her granddaughter, daughter of

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THOMAS M. FLOWERS II 


C.A. 1853-1884 


Thomas M. Flowers, son of Armstrong E. Flowers, married 
Leonora Helen McElwee on November 13, 1872. They were married 
by W.H. Stewart, Minister. Recorded in Hinds County, Mississippi. 
Book 7, Page 84. 


Leonora's name has been given by other researchers as 
"McClewell". However, this is not correct. The marriage record 
as recorded in Hinds County is very plainly written "McElwee". 
The census reports do not show "McClewells" in the state at 
this time. They do show several McElwee families, and further 
research has proven the name to be McElwee. 


Abstract of land record in Hinds County Book 47, Page 178, 
June 5, 1874. 


"For and in consideration of the natural love and appreciation 
which we have and do bear towards Mrs. Leonora H. Flowers." The 
deed was for 60 acres recorded as: Off of the south end of the 
east half of southwest quarter of Section 30, Township Three, 


Range 4 West. 


Mrs. Eliza M. Woods 
Miss Mattie S. Mimms 
Mrs. Eliza A. Bragg 


Eliza M. Woods was her mother and Mattie Mimms and Eliza 
A. Bragg were her half-sisters. This is property that had belonged 
to Jesse Anderson Mimms, first husband of Eliza M. Woods. It 
is located 2 to 3 miles south of Utica, Mississippi.

Every year Thomas M. and Leonora H. would mortgage the land, 
crops, and livestock for money to farm that year. These deeds 
of trust are long and are not reprinted here. All are hand 
written. They refer to the “land owned by Mrs. Leonora H. Flowers 
and known as the Mimms place." By checking these deeds of trust 
it shows that the last deed of trust signed by Thomas M. was on 
March 30, 1883. Recorded in Book 53, Page 393. The next deed of 
trust dated June 14, 1884, shows only Leonora's signature. Deed 
Book 54, Page 376. Another deed of trust dated March 9, 1885, 
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also shows only Leonora's signature. Deed Book 56, Page 358. 


It appears that Thomas M. died intestate sometime between 
March, 1883, and June, 1884. No probate papers have been found 
in the Chancery Clerk's Office. 


On November 27, 1886, Mrs. Leonora H. Flowers married A.D. 
Newsome. Recorded in Hinds County Marriage Book 8, Page 310.

An effort was made to find the grave of Thomas M. without 
success. He is probably buried in the Utica Cemetery in the 
McElwee section. There are only two or three markers in what 
appears to be a very large section. There is a large pile of 
broken stones on this lot. Some have fallen over and now are 
covered with dirt and grass. All you could see would be a 
small corner. No doubt there are some which are completely 


covered. 


A visit was made to the Rocky Springs Methodist Church and 
cemetery. There was, at one time, a small town here which 
no longer exists. This old church is in good condition and has 
had some care. The cemetery has not been maintained for many 
years. However, it has not grown up with weeds and bushes so 
that you could not get to the tombstones. It has had many 
visitors and there is a well worn path to every stone. Only one 
Flowers grave was found--that of Caroline Flowers, born 
December 16, 1816, died October 13, 1852, wife of James Flowers. 
There is a large pile of broken stones at the foot of Caroline's 
grave and it appears that markers have been broken and removed 
from one section - about a third of the cemetery. There are many 
unmarked graves, plainly visible by the sunken areas outlining 
each grave. 


The Rocky Springs Methodist Church Cemetery is located in 
the center of the area in which Thomas M. Flowers, Senior, and 
his children lived and died. Possibly some of them are buried 
there in unmarked graves. 


Two daughters of Charles H. Flowers, of Jefferson County, 
married Powers and many members of this family are buried there. 


There are some other "family" cemeteries in this area, one 
of which is the "Ignatius Flowers Cemetery." It is located about 
two miles northwest of Rocky Springs on land that was his 
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plantation. As far as anyone knows only his family is buried 
there. 


It may be that the Thomas M. family had their own family 
cemetery as many people of that time did and can no longer be 
found or even be known to exist. 


This land, which at one time was cleared and farmed, is 
being allowed to revert back to timberland as it was in 1825 when 
Thomas M. came to Mississippi. There is very little farming 
here today. 


There were no probate papers for Thomas M. because he did 
not own anything. The property belonged to his wife. 


Since Mattie (Martha J.) was living with her older brother, 
Joseph E., in 1880, it appears that their mother was probably 
dead. Land records on Armstrong's estate also indicate she 
had died. ; 


It is not known what happened to William Clark's brother, 
Thomas, or his sister, Leonora. It is very unfortunate that the 
1890 census was destroyed. This could have helped keep track of 


them. 


William Clark Flowers had two half-brothers, Harry Carson 
Newsome, and Baldwin Newsome, one half-sister, Ina Pearl Newsome. 
No doubt Leonora Flowers Newsome named Baldwin after her half- 
brother Baldwin Mimms. 


If descendants of the Newsome's can be located it might be 
possible to trace their line back and learn something about them. 
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AUGUSTUS NELSON ROSEN 


Little is known about Augustus, born in Sweden, CA 1846, 
died in Sharkey County, Mississippi on April 4, 1884. It is 
not known when he came to America or to Mississippi. The first 
record found is that of his marriage to Mary Lucinda Lee, 
daughter of Richard J. Lee and Mary Ann Lee on December 21, 
1878. (Recorded Sharkey County, Mississippi Marriage Book l, 
Page 95.) Sharkey County Land Records show that on November 10, 
1879 Mary L. Rosen purchased 80 acres of land recorded as NWt 
NWwi of Section 2, Township 12, Range 6 West - 40 acres, and 
NEd of NEL of Section 3, Township 12, Range 6 West - 40 acres. 
(Recorded Book A, Pages 456, 457.) On March 8, 1881 Richard 
Lee deeded 40 acres to Augustus Rosen (Recorded in Book B, 

Page 327) and described as the NWi of NEi of Section 3, Township 
12, Range 6 West. The Rosen Estate was granted a clear title 

to this 120 acres on February 18, 1889, by the State of 
Mississippi. (Recorded Book I, Pages 177 and 178.) 


The 1880 census of Sharkey County shows on Page 25, 214-214: 


ROSEN, August, age 34, Farmer, Porn Sweden 
ROSEN, Mary L., age 22, Wife, Born Mississippi 
ROSEN, Alfred, 9/12 (September) Son, Born Mississippi 


On April 4, 1884 Augustus died and on February 24, 1885 
Mary married W.H. Watts. (The marriage record says Mrs. Rosa 
Rosen and is recorded in Book 2, Page 200.) 


Mary died on March 16, 1885 from burns received in a fire. 


Sharkey County, Mississippi Chancery Court Packets 1876-1900 
#127; Estate of Mary L. Watts (Mrs.) deceased 16 March, 1885, 
Sharkey County, Mississippi - Intestate. 


There are many pages in this packet and most are hand 
written and hard to read. The following has been abstracted 


from them. 


H. E. Shannon petitions for Letter of Administration in 
March, 1886. J.P. Parham and Susan Shannon Bond Surety. 
Shannon states that he had an interest in the real and personal 
property Mary owned at her death. Inventory and appraisal made 
by J.S. Joor, G.M. Champion, and Henry White, April 3, 1886. 


After Mary died Watts made a sale to H.E. Shannon 
(Relationship by marriage - Brother-in-law scratched out) of 
his 1/4 interest in the estate. 


On April 7, 1886, Richard Lee petitions court to revoke 


Shannon's administration and appoint him. He states that his 
deceased daughter, Mary, had married Watts three weeks before 


her death. Previous to that she had been the wife of Augustus 
Rosen, deceased 4 April, 1884, and they had three children, 
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Richard, John, and Mary Rosen. The oldest was seven and the 
youngest was two, and were living with him and his wife, their 
grandparents. 


Honorable Warren Cowan suspends Shannon's administration on 
April 10, 1886, until further order of Chancery Court of Sharkey 


County, Mississippi. 


The Chancery Court order revoking Shannon's administration 
and saying not necessary to administer said estate was undated. 


No other records were found pertaining to letters of 
administration. When the court ruled in Lee's favor he was 
automatically the children's guardian and administrator of the 
estate, as that was what he had asked for in his petition. 


It is not known when the children left their grandparents 
to live with their aunt, Anna Olivia Lee, who had married 
Augusta L. Erwin on November 8, 1885, in Sharkey County. 


Before her death, March 16, 1960 at age 77, Mary Dollie 
Rosen Flowers stated that her brother, John Rosen, was born in 
1881 and died May 1, 1898, at age 17. Brother Alfred Nelson 
Rosen was born in 1882 and died in 1906 at age 24. Being ill 
at the time she gave this information she apparently made some 
mistakes. According to the 1880 census Alfred was the oldest 
and was born in either December of 1879 or January of 1880. The 
court papers in 1886 gave his name as Richard, age 7. John's 
age was not given in these papers. Mary Dollie born October 17, 
1883, was two years old at the time. Nelson was probably John's 


middle name. 


The land records of Sharkey County show that A.R. Rosen gave 
three deeds of trust to the Bank of Rolling Fork dated 3-18-1905, 
) Book R2, Page 16, another on 3-15-1905, recorded Book R2, Page 

535, a third deed of trust on January 17, 1906 recorded Page 90 

of Book S. On July 6, 1906, he sold his undivided interest in 
this land, recorded in Book S, Page 257, and described as Wi of 
NWt of Section Two and N% of NEY of NWZ of Section Three. It 
will be noted that Mary Rosen had purchased the NW4 of NWd of 
Section 2 - 40 acres. This deed from A.R. Rosen states the Wd 
of NWd of NWZ or twenty acres. A large wall map of Sharkey 
County dated 1905 shows H.E. Shannon as owning the ES of NWz of 
NWy. Apparently this was the part of the estate sold by Watts 
to Shannon after Mary's death. William C. Flowers later purchased 
this part that Shannon owned. 


On January 1, 1922, Mary Dollie Rosen Flowers gave a 
quit-claim deed to her husband, William Clark Flowers, to-wit: 
All of my interest in and to the northwest quarter of northwest 
quarter of Section 2, Township 12, Range 6, west. North-half 
of north-half of Section 3, Township 12, Range 6, west. 


It is apparent from these records that Richard Lee or Mrs. 
A.O. Erwin Williams was never granted any part of the land owned 
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by the Rosens for the care of the Rosen children. It remained 
the property of Alfred Richard Rosen and Mary Dollie Rosen 
Flowers until they, themselves, disposed of it. 


Augustus Rosen may have had two sisters although there is 
no proof that he did. It is interesting to note that with a 
name as rare as Rosen that there would be three Rosen marriages 
in the same county about the same time. Marriage Book 1, Page 
45 of Sharkey County gives the marriage of John Woodruff and 
Easter Rosen, June 22, 1877. Marriage Book 2, Page 416 gives 
Guy Bridgeman to Clara Rosen January 2, 1888. Nothing else is 
known about these two Rosens. The tax rolls and census records 
for 1870 could possibly reveal more about the Rosens and when 
they came to this area. 


This report on the Rosens would not be complete without 
paying a few words of tribute to Mary Dollie or "Bingba" as she 
was known to all the family. After she gave up the farm on the 
Sunflower River, after the 1927 flood, she devoted her life to 
her children, grandchildren, and to nursing the sick and elderly 
people. Unlike most cases where no one wanted to be bothered with 
old people, who more often than not, were mean, contrary, etc., 
the opposite was true inBingba'a case. Everyone wanted her to 
live with them and she made her home with first one and then 


another. 


From the time I was married to her granddaughter, Willie 
Mae Flowers in 1944, until she died in our home in Greenville, 
Mississippi, in 1960 she spent much time with us, especially 
the last five years. I can truthfully say I have never known a 
finer person. Quiet, easy going, kind, considerate and she 
never complained. She never interfered in our family problems. 
In all the years that I knew her I do not remember ever hearing 
her raise her voice or utter one word of profanity. She was 
small, being five feet or less in height and probably never 
weighed over 125 pounds in her life. Truly a remarkable person 
and a joy and pleasure to those she came in contact with during 


her life. 


Alfred Rosen died in or near Amarillo, Texas in July, 1906, 
shortly after he had arrived there. He had gone there with the 
W.O. Green family because of his health. It is reported he 
died of tuberculosis. 


It is not known where the Rosen's - Augustus, Mary Lucinda 
and John are buried. Golden Link Cemetery in Anguilla probably 
was not formed until several years after their deaths. If Mary 
Dollie knew where her parents were buried she never said so. 


The following duplicate bill showing the funeral expenses 
was sent to Mary Dollie in November after the death of her 


brother in July.

An index to the 1870 census of Mississippi has been printed 
since the preceding sketch was written, and Augustus ‘Rosen could 
not be found anywhere in Mississippi in 1870. It is not known 
if Augustus could speak English or how well. In many cases the 
census takers wrote names as they sounded to them, and the name 
written would be totally different from what it should be. 

That may have been true in this case. 
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WILLIAM CLARK FLOWERS 


1-4-1876 - 10-5-1922 


William Clark Flowers came to Sharkey County, Mississippi, 
sometime before 1900 by steamboat up the Sunflower River. He 
told the Richard J. Lee family that he was from Sullivan's Hollow 
(Smith County, Mississippi) and that he had been falsely accused 
of killing a man. He said some of the people there who knew he 
was innocent helped him get away. Later in life he told his 
children this same story. He also told his family that he had 
left home when he was 14 or 15 years old because his step-father, 
A.D. Newsome, abused him and they could not get along. It cannot 
be verified if the story is true or not. He never talked much 
about his family or his past and as far as anyone knows he never 
left Sharkey County to visit his family or for any other reason. 


There are no known records to prove where he was between 
1880 and 1900. The 1890 census would have shown if he was still 
with his mother and step-father but unfortunately all of that 
census was destroyed by fire. All of the tax rolls for Smith 
County between 1890-1900 have also been lost or destroyed. 


Sullivan's Hollow is in the southwest corner of Smith County, 
Mississippi, just south of Mize, and is an area about 2 miles 
north and south and six miles east and west. The area was settled 
by Thomas Sullivan and his family sometime after 1800 while it 
was still Indian territory. The original one room house he built, 
which later had another room added, is or was a short. time ago 
still standing and being lived in by Sullivan's. There have been 
many tales told about The Hollow and it is hard to say which ones 
are true. It is reported that Thomas Sullivan had 22 children 
and that one of his sons also had 22 children. Some reports say 
Thomas had more than 22 children. There can be little doubt that 
the area was well populated with Sullivan's. It is also a known 
fact that it was a wild and lawless place in the early years. 
There were many homicides in The Hollow with nearly all of them 
the result of family feuds. Law enforcement officers could not 
or did not take much action against them. 


Descended from these early Sullivan's is a long list of 
preachers and numerous others who have made memorable contributions 
to society. Many still live in the area which is now quiet and 


peaceful. 


Smith County was formed in 1833 and the 1840 census shows 
two Flowers families living in the county. It is not known if they 
lived in The Hollow or if they were kin to William Clark's family. 
It has been reported that there are Flowers descendents still livings 
in Smith County. 


The 1900 census of Mississippi lists A.D. Newsome as a patient 
in the State Mental Hospital at Whitfield. He was not found in 
1910 in either Mississippi or Louisiana. At some time after 1894, 
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when A.D. and Leonora lost the land that Leonora owned, some of 
the family moved to Louisiana. It is not known the exact time 
they moved. Leonora was not found in any census for 1900 or 1910 
in either state. It is not known when or where she died. Carson 
Newsome, a son of A.D. and Leonora, lived at one time in or near 
Leesville, Louisiana. 


William Clark Flowers married Mary Dollie Rosen on 
December 25,'1899, in Sharkey County, Mississippi. (Recorded 
M.B. 6, Page 264.) 


Land records recorded in Sharkey County show that during the 
next few years William C. purchased several tracts of land joining 
the land owned by Alfred Rosen and Mary Dollie. At his death he 
owned or was paying for approximately 360 acres. 


Census records prove that A.D. Newsome was a patient in the 
mental hospital at Whitfield so the story that William Clark told 
about his step-father may very well be true but that fact alone 
is not enough to prove he was abused. Only the hospital records 
would show why A.D. Newsome was a patient and how long he was 
there. 


Children of William C. and Mary Dollie Flowers 


Frances Olivia born September 24, 1899? Died November 1, 1940. 
Married W.C. Martin on January 10, 1931. There were no 
children. Frances buried in Golden Link Cemetery, Anguilla, 
Mississippi. 


James Augustus born June 5, 1902. Died January 29, 1976. 

Was married February 14, 1942, to Katherine Nicholson born 
April 6, 1918. James A. buried in Bolton Cemetery, Symsonia, 
Graves County, Kentucky. 


William Earl born August 24, 1903. Died September 23, 1967. 
Was married February 3, 1926, to Etta Mae Sanderford born 
October 3, 1909. Died October 8, 1970. Both are buried in 
Golden Link Cemetery, Anguilla, Mississippi. (Marriage record 
in Sharkey County, Mississippi Book 12, Page 366.) 


Eugene Adlah (Adler) born June 18, 1905. Died February 9, 1960. 
Was married November ll, 1931, to Nannie Virginia Adams born 
October 14, 1914. Died June 27, 1986. Both are buried in 
Golden Link Cemetery. 


Nora Alice born June 28, 1906. 

Was married lst to James Ernest Jenkins ~- June 18, 1924. 
Ernest was born July 17, 1905 and died February 13, 1979 at 
Tupelo, Mississippi. Buried Tupelo Memorial Park. Nora 

and Ernest were divorced April 24, 1941. On October 23, 1948, 
Nora married Lino Lamas Cuison born September 25, 1898 at 
Dagupan City, Philippine Islands. Died May 3, 1964 in 
Johnson City, Tennessee. Buried Golden Link Cemetery, 
Anguilla, Mississippi. 
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Harry Carson born July 26, 1911. Died February 24, 1960. 
Was married April 16, 1938, to Shirley Lee Kittrell born 
July 23, 1917. Died November, 1984. Both are buried in 
the cemetery at Greenwood, Mississippi. 


Note: Family records show the marriage date for William 
Clark and Mary Dollie to be December 25, 1898. 
Courthouse records show December 25, 1899. The birth 

‘of Frances Olivia has been given as September 24, 1899 
but it is believed to be September 24, 1900. Family 
records often contain errors as many of these records 
are often written in family Bibles, etc. many years 
later. 


All of the children of William Clark and Mary Dollie were 
born in Sharkey County, Mississippi. The house in which they 
were born is believed to have been torn down many years ago. 
William Clark and Mary Dollie had moved out of this house before 
his death. 


Jora Lee, the youngest daughter of Richard Lee and Mary Ann 
Lee, had inherited the home place. Jora and her husband, W. O. 
Green, had moved to Texas around 1905 and after the death of 
Richard Lee had sold the property to W.C. and Mary Dollie. They 
moved into the Lee-Green house sometime around 1915 or shortly 
before, and still lived there when William Clark died. Mary 
Dollie and some of the children were still living there when the 
1927 flood came. 


Richard Lee was a carpenter, among other trades, and it is 
said that he built this house. It is still standing but in very 
poor condition after many years of neglect and may be torn down 
at any time. 


Mary Dollie gave up after the 1927 flood and moved out. 
The records show that the property was sold to W.D. Lang in 
December, 1928 for $6,000.00. Present day value is about 300 
thousand. — 


According to his children, William Clark was a workaholic 
and a hard task master. He came to the Delta with nothing and in 
twenty years had control of 300 or more acres of land, but every- 
thing was heavily mortgaged. By hard work he managed to stay 
ahead as long as he lived. It is not known if "He" could have 
survived the '27 flood. 


The only times he ever spent a night away from home were to 
go to Vicksburg to sell his cotton. 


He did not drink alcohol or use tobacco. 
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JAMES A. FLOWERS FAMILY 


James, "Red", went to work for Illinois Central Railroad fe 
at an early age. Around 1929, and after his mother had given i 
up the farm, Red moved to Paducah, Kentucky to work in the i 
Illinois Central Railroad shop. He retired from the railroad hy 
shop in 1969 as machinist foreman after more than 40 years i 
service. : 


Although he spent his life working at something else Red La 
always liked to "till the soil." Every trip back to the a 
Mississippi Delta always included a visit out to the old home ie 
place on the Sunflower River. Some of his old boyhood pals fg 
still lived there, one of whom was Chris Martin. 


Red remained single until he was about 40 years old when 
matrimony finally caught up with him when he met Katherine 
Nicholson. Katherine worked as a medical laboratory technician 
at the railroad hospital. 


At first they lived in town close to the Illinois Central 
shops but with a growing family they soon needed more room. 
They secured a few acres at Reidland where the Nicholson's lived 
and Red built them a new home. He could now "dig in the dirt", 
raise vegetables, and feed his family. 


To my knowledge neither Red nor Katherine used profanity, 
alcohol or tobacco, nor were they abusive to their children. 
They always extended a warm and cordial welcome to visitors, 
and I always enjoyed my visits with them very much. My only 
regret is that we lived so far from each other. 


This was a happy couple and they raised six children. 
I. Marilyn Patricia (B. 8-26-1942) married Mike Brunn 
December 2, 1961. Mike was born in Romania and came to 


America at an early age along with his parents.

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WILLIAM EARL FLOWERS FAMILY 


He was known as "Willie" to some and to others as "Bill", 
in a wide area around Rolling Fork, Mississippi, where he lived 
all of his life. During his life he worked at many trades or 
occupations at various times. Farmer, oil field worker, commercial 
fisherman, iceman, and others. Everyone in the country had 
iceboxes before the Rural Electric Association was formed and 
they could get electricity. Bill ran a truck through the country 
selling ice and it was not unusual for him to be selling fish that 
he had caught and vegetables that he had raised on his farm all 
at the same time. He was too generous in many ways and charged 
much of what he sold. Many never paid what they owed but he never 
pushed them to pay up if he knew they were in need and did not 
have any money. At times he might take chickens, eggs, pigs, or 
something else in trade and sell that or use it himself. He was 
never wealthy, but he made a good living for his family. 


After the early death of his father he had remained at home 
with his mother to farm their land on the Sunflower River in 
Sharkey County. He was still there in 1927 when the Mississippi 
River levee broke near Scott, Mississippi, flooding nearly all of 
the Delta land. They lost nearly all of their livestock and house- 
hold furniture. Much of what they saved was damaged in some way. 
Some of the people planted crops that year many weeks too late 
but no one made a good crop. Mary Dollie and her children gave 
up and moved out. They could not have recovered from that disaster 
before the Great Depression hit. There is no way they could have 
withstood the second blow. : 


After moving off the river Bill worked at various jobs. 
Later he rented some land and began farming again. In the late 
1930's he purchased a 50 acre F.S.A. farm on Indian Bayou where 
he was living when he died. 


Bill and Etta (Bill called her Miss Ethele) raised 4 
children. The oldest, Willie Mae, was born before the 1927 flood 
and at the time of the flood Etta was expecting her second child. 
Etta went with her family to the refugee camp at Vicksburg and 
Mary Dollie took Willie Mae to Tupelo to stay with her daughter, 
Nora, and her husband, Ernest Jenkins. It was three or four 
months before Etta could return home and Edgar, the second child, 
was born soon afterward. 


Although Bill had some Irish ancestors he always managed to 
control his Irish temper. He could express his opinions very 
quickly and left no doubt how he felt without the use of profanity. 
Papaw, as the grandchildren called him, did not use tobacco nor 
did he drink any alcohol except a little wine or beer on rare 
occasions. 


Etta, Mamaw to the grandchildren, was a good housekeeper and 
an excellent cook. She was from a large family and had received 
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little education. Being the oldest girl in the family she had 
learned to cook at an early age. 


They had sold the farm a few months before Bill died from 
acute leukemia because Etta did not want to.live in the country 
by herself. She purchased a house in Rolling Fork where she was 
living when she died from a stroke. 


Although they had some problems, as many couples do, their 
Marriage endured and they were good parents to their children.

For the first 13 years of married life Willie Mae was a |

Both of | 
the children had started to school when she took the job of 
bookkeeper and supervisor for Greenville Cemetery Association in 
1956. She still holds this job 33 years later. The cemetery is '

Mae, as many people call her, took an active part in the 
school activities in which the children were involved, especially 
the high school band. She made several trips with the band as | 
a chaperone. When Mary Frances began taking parts in plays and ii 
musicals put on by Twin City Theatre Guild she was there to lend i 
a helping hand. She performed in some plays and worked back stage i 
in others. This theatre closed after several years, and another 
community theatre, Delta Center Stage, later was formed and Willie i 
Mae and Mary Frances are both active in this at the present time. I 


Order of Eastern Star and Greenville Shrine Club Auxiliary i 
are two other organizations that have required time and work. 
Helping the sick and elderly also take up her time. If she thinks a 
she is needed or there is something she can do to help she if 
always manages to be there. 


Willie Mae met Thomas Maxey in the summer of 1942 when he 
visited his brother, Paul, who was living and working in Rolling | 


Fork at the time. |

Thomas graduated from Ringgold High School, Ringgold, if 
Louisiana, in May of 1942, six months after the United States i; 
entered World War Two. As a small boy he had always been fascinated ih 
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by airplanes - wanted to ride in them or fly them. There was no 
doubt about what branch of service he wanted to join, which was

After discharge from service they moved to Greenville, 
Mississippi, where Thomas worked several years doing automobile 
glass and upholstery work. He worked three years with Graham 
Aviation and three years with the U.S. Air Force in a flying related 
job. The next 20 years he worked for Burk Hall Paint and Glass 
Company doing auto glass and commercial glass construction work. 

At the time the business was sold and he left the company he was 
Manager of the glass department and assistant manager of the paint 
department. He has been self-employed doing glass work since that 


time. 


Thomas and Willie Mae have been members of Second Baptist 
Church all the years they have lived in Greenville. When the 
children were growing up Willie Mae worked with the juniors in 
Sunday School and Thomas in the intermediate Sunday School Depart- 


ment. 


Thomas is a member of the American Legion, Veterans of Foreign

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EUGENE ADLER FLOWERS FAMILY 


Very few people knew the real names of Eugene and Nannie. 
Everyone called them "Pete" and "Nan". 


Pete had moved to Tupelo where his sister, Nora, and his 
mother were living after they gave up the farm. It is not 
known what jobs he worked at other than the Lee County Roads 
Maintenance Department. He was lucky to have a job of any kind. 


The "Great Depression" had hit in full force after the 
stock market crash in 1929. Very few people had jobs or any 
money and soup and bread lines were an everyday occurrence all 
over America. Farmers were fortunate in. one respect - they 
could raise enough to eat. They didn't have the money to buy 
the other necessities of life but they could and often did trade 
their farm produce for some of them. Every grocery store was 
prepared to make trades such as a pound of coffee for a dozen 
eggs or 5 pounds of sugar for a live chicken. They could not take 
anything that had been killed and dressed as they did not have 
outlets for this nor a proper way to store it. All of these 
store owners had places fixed to keep all the live animals, chickens, 
pigs, steers, etc. that he traded for. They would sell this to 
livestock dealers such as Ernest Jenkins, Nora's husband, who would 
ship them to the larger cities and northern markets. These dealers 
traveled through the country buying whatever he could and hoped 
to make a small profit when he sold it. 


Flour was sold in 24 pound and 48 pound sacks. MThe sacks 
were usually of a good grade of cloth and the printing on them i 
could easily be bleached out. Many of the women dyed this 
material different colors and made work dresses. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was elected President in 1932 and in 
the next few years many of his "New Deal" programs were started. 
The Civilian Conservation Corps (C.C.C.), Tennessee Valley 
Authority (T.V.A.), Works Progress Administration (W.P.A.) and 
many others were formed. It was.one of these programs (F.S.A.) 
that made it possible for Bill, Pete and many thousands of other 
farmers to buy land and start farming again. 


It was in these hard depression years that Pete married 
Nannie Virginia Adams in Aberdeen, Mississippi. Soon after they 
were married they moved back to the Delta to farm. Pete bought 
a "Buckshot" farm east of Mayersville on Steel Bayou sometime 
around 1936. For the next several years he farmed on this 


Buckshot land. 


At some time in 1943 they moved to Harriman, Tennessee where 
Pete worked as a carpenter at Oak Ridge. I am sure that Pete did a 
not have any idea of the kind of work that was being performed | 
in those buildings. Very few of the workers themselves knew what 
they were working on - parts of the first atomic bomb. 
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After the war was over Pete, Nan, and the children moved 
back to Mayersville. Pete had had enough of that Buckshot land, 
plus the old house was in poor condition and needed much repair 
work. They sold out and moved south of Mayersville where Pete 
had purchased some good farm land - sandy loam. They built a 
new home and in one way it was a "new beginning in a new land." 


After farming for several years he began operating a dairy 
on his farm. He was still in the dairy business when he died 
from a heart attack while driving his truck north of Mayersville, 
Mississippi on February 8, 1960. 


The dairy was too much for Nan to handle so she closed it 
and rented out the farm land. For a good many years Nan worked 
in Rolling Fork at a factory that made elastic. When she became 
unable to work she moved to Brookhaven, Mississippi where Augusta 
lived. She died June 27, 1986 in the nursing home in Brookhaven, 
Mississippi.

In 1946 she took a job with Sperry and Hutchinson Green 
Stamp Company and was transferred to Johnson City, Tennessee. 
About the time she moved to Johnson City, the girls, Viola and 
Elouise had married. This should have been some relief for Nora. 
However, it was not to be as these marriages soon ended in divorce 
and the first grandchild had arrived. They soon re-married, 
however, about the time Nora, herself, re-married. On October 23, 
1948, Nora married Lino Lamas Cuison, a lawyer, in Johnson City. 
They had a very happy home life until May 3, 1964, when "Lee", as 
he was called, died. It is hard to find the words to describe 
Lee, words that will do him justice. He was kind, soft-spoken, 
very polite, well mannered, and helpful. He was a fine husband 
to Nora and a good father to her children and grandchildren. It 
is hard to see how she could have made it through these years 
without Lee and his helping hand. A memorial to Lee by the 
Washington County Bar Association at Johnson City, Tennessee is 
reprinted here: 


The following proposed memorial resolution is hereby 
submitted for adoption by the Washington County Bar Association: 


LINO L. CUISON 
IN MEMORIAM 


On the 3rd day of May, 1964, the life of Lino L. Cuison 
came to an end. We are all richer for having known this good 
man, and our Bar Association and community are poorer without 


him. 


Lino L. Cuison was born on September 25, 1898, in Dagupan 
City, Philippine Islands. 


The son of a properous plantation owner, he gave up assured 
security and left the land of his birth at the age of sixteen, 
hiring on as a cabin boy aboard a commercial shipping vessel bound 
for the United States. Upon arrival in New York City, he found 
employment in the most menial of jobs, the only employment open 
to those of his race at that time. 


His hopes and aspirations were not dimmed by those first 
years in America. After working in New York for some three 
years, during which time he learned the English language and 
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became a naturalized citizen, he entered Depaul University 
in Chicago, where he obtained his law degree in 1928. 


He came to Johnson City in 1928, and was admitted to the 
Bar in 1929. As a lawyer and a man, he overcame obstacles 
of language, foreign birth, sickness and very personal tragedy 
which would have destroyed a lesser person, and strived onward 
to become a most distinguished member of his profession and 
community. 


He was a devout and active member of Saint Mary's Catholic 
Church for many years. 


He served his adopted country honorably in two World Wars, 
as a Navy seaman in World War I, and as an Army officer in 
World War II. 


Active in religious, professional, civic and veterans 
organizations, he devoted many hours to worthwhile community 
activities, which best expressed his lifelong commitment to good 
citizenship. 


It has been written of Mr. Cuison that his life was a 
perfect parallel of the Great American Dream which holds that 
one can start out in life with nothing except desire and 
determination and thereby attain a certain measure of individual | 
success in this world. 


In moments of reflection, Lino L. Cuison often said that 
America had been good to him. But all would agree that Lino L. 
Cuison was in turn truly good to America. 


Therefore, be it resolved by the Washington County Bar 
Association in assembly on this the 4th day of December, 1964, 
that in the passing of Lino L. Cuison the Bar and the community 
has lost a most distinguished, honored and respected member; 
that the members of the Bar and his friends and associates mourn 
his loss, and that we tender to his family our genuine sympathy 
and the foregoing as our tribute to his memory as a citizen 
and as a fellow lawyer.

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HARRY CARSON FLOWERS FAMILY | 


Harry was the youngest son of William Clark and Mary Dollie 
Flowers. Born July 24, 1911 in Sharkey County, Mississippi. 
He was eleven years old when his father died. When Mary Dollie 
gave up the farm after the 1927 flood, Harry and Pete moved 
with her to Tupelo, Mississippi, where Nora was living. Harry 
graduated from Tupelo High School in 1931 at the beginning of 
The Depression. With a desire for more education Harry enrolled 
at Mississippi State College (Now University). I have heard it 
said -~ "Where there is a will there is a way." Harry proved this 
to be true when he graduated from Mississippi State in 1936 with 
a B.S. Degree in Business Administration. He returned in 1937 
for one more year and studied Business Law. It was not easy but 
Harry achieved his goal at a time when many young men could not 
secure a high school diploma because they had to drop out of 
school and go to work to help support their families. 


While at Mississippi State Harry had been in R.O.T.C. 
training and upon graduating had been commissioned a 2nd lieutenant 
in the U.S. Army Reserve. He went on active duty August 10, 1936 
to February 9, 1937. He was promoted to lst lieutenant June 26, 
1939 while still in the U.S. Army Reserve (Inactive). 


After Harry had completed his six months tour of duty he 
went to work for the Farm Security Administration in Sunflower 
County, Mississippi. It was here that he met Shirley Lee Kittrell, 
one of his employees. It was against Government rules for them 
to marry and both work in the same organization. One-.would have 
to quit which they didn't want to do. They eloped and on April 16, 
1938 were married at Marion, Arkansas. The State F.S.A. Director 
later gave them permission to be married so they went on a honey- 
moom to, supposedly, get married. 


Harry was called to active duty February 24, 1941. It is 
hard to tell from his service record the exact location of many 
of the units to which he was attached. They show that he left 
the U.S. May 26, 1942, and arrived in the Fiji Islands June 6, 
1942, where he served until April, 1943 when he returned to the 
U.S. For the next year and a half Harry attended several schools 
for additional training - three of those being Stanford 
University, University of Chicago, and Civil Affairs School, 
Charlottesville, Virginia. Some of the courses studied were 
German and Japanese in preparation for duty in Military Government. 
His service record shows he spoke only German —- poorly. 


On October 20, 1944, Harry returned to the South Pacific 
and was at Luzon, Philippine Islands, from January 11, 1945, to “HH 
September 16, 1945. He arrived at Honshu - the main island of ;| 
Japan - September 25, 1945, and on October 18, 1945, was back in 
the United States. Evidently Harry didn't get to see very much 
of Japan. He had contracted malaria while in the Philippines 
and this may have had some influence on his early transfer back to fi 
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Harry had been promoted to captain in August of 1943 and 
to major in April of 1945, 


For the next several years Harry and his family lived in 
Oak Ridge, Tennessee where Harry worked for the Atomic Energy 
Commission. He held an administrative position and was 
responsible for disposing of millions of dollars of surplus 
property. 


Harry was called back to active duty from the Reserves 
May 24, 1951 and moved his family to Fort Benning, Georgia. 
From 1952 — 1955 he was with the U.S. Army of Occupation at 
Karlsruhe, Germany,.and responsible for liaison with the German 
Government. Harry was very successful in this assignment and 
many tributes were paid to him for his work with the Germans. 
Harry's next assignment was at Fort Gordon, Georgia. 


When the fighting ended in Korea Congress began cutting 
back on military appropriations and closing unneeded military 
installations. Many officers, especially in the higher ranks, 
suddenly found themselves forced to retire. Many thousands of 
them had as much as 18 or 19 years of service and hoped to remain 
in service long enough to complete their twenty years and retire. 
This was in no way a reflection on their qualifications or ability 
as an officer. Some of these had performed outstandingly as 
officers. The simple fact was - there were too many officers 
and some had to go. Harry, who held the permanent rank of Major 
in the Army of the United States and Lieutenant Colonel in the 
U.S. Army Reserve was one of those caught in this reduction. 
He had held the rank of Major in the regular Army since April of 
1945 and had been passed over twice for promotion to Lieutenant 
Colonel. He retired December 31, 1957, after 13 years, 6 months, 
and 15 days of active service. 


Those who were forced to retire had one option which many 
of them took. They could enlist as enlisted men and complete 
their twenty years of service and then retire at the highest rank 
they had held as an officer. It was mainly those with three years 
or less who took this route. Those who took this option were more 
or less shutting the door on their military career. The chances 
were slim that they would ever wear the uniform of an officer 
again. Harry needed 64 years and did not take this option. If 
he had not died in 1960 most likely he would have been recalled 
to service during the Vietnam War. 


After his release from military service Harry took a position 
as head of maintenance for Greenville School District, Greenville, 
South Carolina. He held this position at his death, February 24, 
1960, from a shotgun wound received in a hunting accident. 


In my only meeting with Harry he appeared to be a quiet, 
easy going type of person and not one prone to loud, boisterous 


speech. He spoke in a slow, easy manner. Harry was 5 feet, 8 
inches in height and weighed approximately 155 pounds with blue 
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eyes and reddish-auburn hair. Harry's brothers also had 
auburn colored hair, a trait they apparently inherited, and all 
were about the same height. 


Shirley graduated from Sunflower Agricultural High School 
at Moorhead, Mississippi, in 1933. She attended Sunflower 
Junior College at Moorhead in 1934-1935 and Draughon's Business 
College, Memphis, Tennessee in 1936. 


Shirley had been born in Blackhawk, Mississippi, on 
July 23, 1917, a daughter of Dr. Robert Norman Kittrell and 
Emmeline Lee Kittrell. Dr. Kittrell had died when Shirley was 
small and Emmeline had worked at Sunflower Junior College to 
support and educate her family. The Depression was on and 
Shirley's education, like all others of that day, did not come 


easy. 


After finishing Draughon's Business College Shirley went to 
work for the F.S.A. as a clerk-typist in 1936-1940 as one of 
Harry's employees. During the war years Shirley worked part-time 
as clerk-typist and sometimes attended college at Augusta College 


and University of Georgia. 


She obtained her B.S. Degree in 1958 from the University of 
Georgia and taught elementary grades in Richmond County Schools, 
Augusta, Georgia, from 1958-1963. She received her Master's in 
Elementary Education in December, 1963, and Master's in Counseling 
and Guidance in June of 1964, from the University of Georgia. 


From 1964 to 1975 Shirley was Director Woman's Activities 
at the Medical College of Georgia. 


Shirley married Carl Rodgers March 27, 1970, a retired 
Naval officer. She resigned from her job at the medical college 
in 1975 to attend law school, but never passed the Bar or 
practiced law. 


Harry and Shirley raised three children - Nancy Mary Flowers, 
born in Greenwood, Mississippi 3-5-40 - Harry Cordell Flowers, 
born 6-15-47 and Cornelia Kittrell Flowers, born 8-22-50. Both 
Harry (Hal) and Cornelia (Micky) were born in Oak Ridge, Tennessee. 


I. Nancy graduated from Richmond Academy, Augusta, Georgia in 
1958 and received a B.A. in English from University of Georgia, 
in 1962. She was a Fulbright Scholar at the University of 
Wuerzburg, Germany, 1963. M.A. in English from Columbia 
University, New York City 1964. B.A. in English from Cambridge 
University, England 1967 and attended Graduate Theological s 
Union, University of California, Berkeley, in Theology, 1984. - 
Nancy taught English at various private schools in Boston 

and California and is currently Dean of Studies, Catilleja School, 

Palo Alto, California. 


Nancy married Joseph Clarence Harris, of Atlanta, Georgia, 
son of Joseph Clarence Harris, Jr. and Georgellen Walker 7

JOHN J. LEE 


March 7, 1799 — February 17, 1856 


John J. Lee, father of Richard J. Lee of Sharkey County, 
Mississippi, came to Mississippi sometime before 1850 and settled 
in the Crystal Springs area of Copiah County. He moved to 
Mississippi from Alabama where he had been for an unknown length 
of time, and is reported to have been born in South Carolina.

If the information given on the census reports is correct 
it indicates that James J. and his father, John, had been in 
Mississippi at least 6 years before 1850.

John had been married before (wife's name unknown) and Mary 
was his second wife. Mary, maiden name unknown, had also been 
married before to a Taylor. Mary had only one child, 
John Riley Taylor, by her first husband as far as anyone knows. 
Some family members believe Mary's maiden name was Riley. . 
However, they have no proof. 


John Lee died February 17, 1856, intestate, in Copiah 
County. James J. Lee, one of his sons by his first wife, was 
named administrator of his small estate. Probate papers on file 
in Copiah County, Mississippi, gives the names of all of his 
children; all except Richard J. Lee were by his first marriage.

Richard J. Lee, the youngest son of John J. Lee and Mary 
Taylor Lee, his second wife, came to Sharkey County sometime 
around 1870 or shortly thereafter.

Mary had a 
Taylor son by a previous marriage. 


The 1860 census of Copiah County shows Mary Lucinda Lee - 
age 3, indicating she was born CA 1857.

If these 
dates are correct, and all available records indicate they are, 
there appears to be several years between the births of 
Richard's and Mary Ann's children.

Mary's will proves that the 4 girls were all her children. 
The ages given in 1860 and 1880 census all appear ‘to be correct. 
Also, it proves Jora was not born until after the 1880 census 
was taken. The three oldest girls were probably all born in 
Copiah County. Nothing has been found to indicate that Richard 
and Mary Ann ever had any other children. 


When Richard and Mary Ann came to the Plaquemine Bayou, 
Sunflower River area it was still a largely unsettled section of 
Sharkey County. Low, swampy and subject to flooding in the spring 
from backwaters from the Sunflower River. Drainage projects in 
later years have eliminated most of this problem. They bought 
several tracts of land, in many cases for the taxes due on them. 
During the next few years they bought, sold and traded land many 
times. No attempt has been made to trace and list all of these 
transactions. About half of these records are in Mary Ann's 
name, some in Richard's, and some jointly. As each daughter 
married she was given from 40-80 acres. 


These were hard years and money was short. It is not known 


where Richard and Mary Ann got the money to buy all the land they 
bought. We know for sure that Richard did not inherit it from his 


father.
